Men's toilets near junior school is used for sex acts 


A PUBLIC toilet located just 
yards from a school and opposite 
a police station is being used as a 
venue for illegal gay sex 
encounters, the Star can reveal. 
Lewd graffiti has been scrawled on the 
walls advertising no-strings sex and 
holes have been crudely cut into 
cubicle walls at the facilities in Old 
Harlow. 

Police are monitoring the toilets in London 
Road after residents reported criminal 
activity on the premises near Fawbert and 
Barnard Junior School. 

They are also investigating criminal 
damage relating to the graffiti and 
consulting with neighbourhood groups over 
“other concerns”. 

Ward councillor Mike Garnett 
(Conservative) said that if cottaging - the 
practice of using public toilets for gay 
sexual encounters -is going on it must be 
stopped immediately. 

“We shouldn't have to put up with this sort 
of activity on our doorstep, especially with 
young children at school only yards away,” 
he said. “Something needs to be done 
sooner rather than later.”

Gay rights activist Greg Ratty, from 
Sawbridgeworth, agreed with Mr Garnett: 
“I’ve come in for quite a bit of stick from 
the gay community for my views on 
cottaging - I think it’s absolutely disgusting 
and it gives gay people a bad name. 

“Most of the men that use public toilets for 
sex do so because they can remain 
anonymous. It’s sordid, dangerous and 
highly illegal - at the end of the day, these 
men are breaking the law and deserve to be 
punished.” 

Cottaging was outlawed in the UK in 2003 
and anyone convicted faces up to two years 
in prison. 

Inspector Bob Adams, of the Harlow North 
Neighbourhood Policing Team, confirmed 
to the Star. “We have received a number of 
complaints from residents over graffiti 
relating to sexual activity appearing on the 
walls of the toilets. 

“We are currently investigating these 
incidents of criminal damage, and we are 
also in consultation with neighbourhood 
groups and residents over other concerns 
regarding the use of the facilities.”

Earthquake 
tremors are 
felt in town 


THE earth shook in Harlow in the 
early hours yesterday (Wednesday) 
as Britain was hit with its most 
forceful earthquake in 25 years. 
The tremor measured 5.3 on the 
Richter scale and struck just 
before lam. The epicentre was near 
Gainsborough, in Lincolnshire, but 
its force was felt far and wide. 
Bradley Tredinnick (39), of Lower 
Meadow, Harlow, was recovering 
from a leg operation at The Rivers 
Hospital, in High Wych, when he 
was woken by the quake. 

“I felt it and I just bolted up and 
froze - the wall shook, the curtains 
twitched, it was really quite 
frightening,” he said. 

“I didn’t know what was going on, 
whether there was a prowler 
outside or what. The nurses told 
me later on that it had been an 
earthquake.” 

In Harlow’s Bishopsfield, Andy 
Garrick also felt the tremor as he 
got into bed. “The bed started to 
vibrate slightly, then our 
cupboards above the bed started to 
vibrate against the wall for about 
five seconds,” he said 
And Star deputy editor Paul 
Newman also felt it in 
Sawbridgeworth. “My wife shook 
me fully awake because she’d felt 
the bed moving and I heard a 
scrabbling sound like rats from the 
attic, which turned out to be boxes 
and books tumbling over,” he said.

Thumbs-down 
for houses on 
Tye Green site 

RESIDENTS of one of Harlow’s 
most picturesque areas scored a 
victory over the council when an 
application for new housing was 
unanimously rejected. 

Harlow Council had sought 
outline permission for five new 
homes on the former Yorkes site 
in Tye Green Village, but its own 
planning committee rejected the 
proposals on Tuesday. 

The original plans prompted 
outrage from homeowners 
adjacent to the site - bordering a 
conservation area - concerned 
about housing density, parking 
and profiteering. 

Mag Barrett, of Primrose Field, 
told the meeting the land could 
be put to better use as a day 
centre or for extra sheltered 
accommodation for the elderly. 
Arguing the proposed 
development included land sold 
on the understanding it would 
always be used for the benefit of 
the elderly, she added: “To lose 
this site to private development 
is short-sighted and plain 
wrong.” 

Her concerns were echoed by 
Martin Lawn, chairman of the 
Harlow Health Centres Trust 
and a Tye Green resident, who 
accused the council of trying to 
cash in on the land.

Council staff 
so let down 

SIR, Following confirmation of 
redundancies within the Harlow 
Council workforce, UNISON 
Harlow feel that staff have been 
badly let down by the council. 
This is an appalling situation 
which has come as a bolt out of 
the blue to our members. 

Should these problems not have 
been anticipated earlier? Why did 
the budget monitoring team not 
meet for 12 months? Monitoring 
and control measures are needed 
to help prevent this situation 
happening again; surely there 
should be some accountability? 
UNISON will focus on saving as 
many jobs as possible; we expect 
the council to adopt a similar 
approach, especially as 65 people 
have been told that they are being 
considered for redundancy. 

The council’s redundancy policy 
clearly states that “it will 
endeavour to do everything 
within its power to avoid the 
necessity to make compulsory 
redundancies”.

Surely they owe 
their staff that much. 

As of February 22 (two weeks 
into the “consultation process”), 
UNISON had still not received 
any written detailed explanation 
or rationale regarding the impact 
of budget cuts on services and 
for subsequent redundancies to 
enable it to fully engage in a 
meaningful consultation process. 
It is also disappointing to note 
that the council’s own 
redundancy policy has not been 
updated since 2001. 

These job cuts will affect 
frontline services; we will now 
see a reduction in opening hours 
for Contact Harlow, the reduction 
of posts in the Respect Team and 
also the regeneration team. 
UNISON are pleased that the 
Medium Term Financial Strategy 
was amended to remove the £98k 
set aside for a senior 
management pay review. 

However, for this to be proposed 
in the first place at this difficult 
time clearly shows a lack of tact 
and sensitivity towards the 
workforce. 

We renew our call for the council 
to ask for voluntary redundancies 
across the authority to help 
reduce the necessity for 
compulsory redundancies.

A PLAN to splash out 
on a £98,000 fat cat pay 
bonus for the Town 
Hall’s top officers was 
ditched just hours after 
the Star exposed it. 

At a full council meeting 
on Thursday, joint leader 
Tony Durcan (Labour) pro¬ 
posed a last-minute amend¬ 
ment to the medium term 
financial strategy, striking 
out all references to the 
“senior pay review”. 

The deal would have meant 
the possibility of huge pay 
rises for the council’s 10 top 
officers in the 2009-10 finan¬ 
cial year - even though the 
authority is experiencing seri¬ 
ous financial problems. 

At the same meeting, which 
was packed with residents and 
rank-and-file council staff, 
councillors approved a budget 
which will see double-figure 
redundancies. 

Mr Durcan’s sudden U-turn 
came even though he had 
defended the pay bonanza as 
“appropriate” in a written 
answer to a question by inde¬ 
pendent member John Paul 
Goddard, which was distrib¬ 
uted just minutes before the 
meeting commenced. 

The decision prompted Mr 
Goddard, who had previously 
criticised the “bad taste” of 
the proposed salary hikes, to 
ask: “Did you decide to 
remove the senior pay review

Refusing to answer, Mr 
Durcan insisted: “Part of my 
leadership style is that I listen 
carefully to people from all 
sectors. 

“It was in taking those 
soundings that we made the 
decision.” 

He defended the initial 
inclusion of the figures on the 
grounds that it is “better to be 
as open as possible” about 
future costs, but conceded that 
after speaking to others he had 
realised that “under the cir¬ 
cumstances it would be totally 
inappropriate” to make provi¬ 
sion for the pay review. 

Demanding to know at what 
point the leaders changed their 
mind, Mr Goddard claimed 
Mr Durcan had been forced to 
back down by the threat of 
revolt from his own Labour 
councillors. 

And he hit out: “Surely it’s 
better to lead with principle 
than lead according to the 
headlines?” 

But Mr Durcan said his U- 
turn demonstrated maturity, 
credibility and decent values. 

“The story’s already out 
there anyway,” he said. “How 
am I going to recover from 
what’s happened in the Star 
today?” 


A BELOW-inflation 
council tax increase was 
one of few positive notes in 
Harlow Council’s service¬ 
slashing, job-cutting 
budget for the new 
financial year. 

The proposals detailed in 
last week’s Star were 
approved unchanged at 
Thursday’s full council 
meeting, with all members 
of the Labour/Liberal 
Democrat administration 
present supporting the 
plans. 

Despite including £2.8m of 
savings, the authority 
managed to keep the 
council tax rise to 2.9 per 
cent, fulfilling a pledge 
made in better times. 
Residents of an average 
band D property will pay 
£6.84 extra a year. 

As joint leader Tony 
Durcan (Lab) presented 
the plans, the contrast to 
his triumphant 2007 
speech in which he 
proclaimed the “best 
budget in years”, could not 
have been starker. 

“This has been probably 
one of the most difficult 
and challenging budgets 
that’s had to be set by this 
council,” he admitted, 
again pinning the blame 
on Government under- 
funding. 


He claimed the 
administration had done 
well under the 
circumstances to protect 
discretionary services such 
as The Playhouse and The 
Museum Of Harlow, and 
he announced that the 
money saved by the 
controversial closure of 
Harlow Pool would be used 
to give every council ward 
a “kick-wall” or similar 
youth facility. 


But the sweetener cut him 
little slack from the 
Conservative opposition, 
which unsuccessfully 
proposed changes 
including reducing the 
impact on certain reserve 
funds. 

Joshua Jolles mocked the 
leaders, accusing them of 
spotting the £1.8m 
financial black hole “like 
finding a ladder in your 


stockings”, while 
spokesman Simon Carter 
jibed: “If this council were 
a bank, Alistair Darling 
would have nationalised 
it.” 

Tory leader Andrew 
Johnson said: “This budget 
fails the council; this 
budget fails our staff.” 

And turning to the joint 
leaders, he told them: “You 
have failed Harlow.” 


Call for MP 
to quit in 
funds row 

MP Bill Rammell has 
been called on to 
resign as a minister 
following the spat 
between Harlow 
Council and the 
Government over who 
is to blame for the 
town’s financial woes. 
The council blames its 
budget black hole 
firmly on Whitehall, 
for passing on the 
costs of free OAP bus 
travel without giving 
necessary funding. 
Backing their stance, 
Tory Parliamentary 
hopeful Robert Halfon 
said: “As a 

Government minister, 
Mr Rammell is in a 
perfect position to get 
a good deal for 
Harlow, yet he has 
failed. He would win 
respect from many if 
he resigned as a 
minister to show his 
disapproval of how 
Gordon Brown’s 
Government is 
responsible for a major 
shortfall.” 

But Mr Rammell 
dismissed the call, 
insisting Harlow was 
receiving an extra 
£352,000 to fund 
concessionary travel. 
“Local Government 
will always want more 
money from central 
Government but this 
Government’s record is 
good,” he said.

demanded cash. 

Elderly customers in the bar lis¬ 
tened in horror as the intruders 
demanded money from Mr Carroll 
and his wife Valerie (60). 


Speaking to the Star from Spain, 
Mr Carroll said: “They came 
through the door and I knew it was 
time to give up. I didn’t want any¬ 
body to get hurt. 

“I was laying in front of the bath¬ 
room door. I wasn’t thinking about 
being a hero, I just did what anybody 
would do and acted on instinct.” 

He had been about to call last 
orders when the baseball bat-wield¬ 
ing trio burst into the pub last 
Saturday. 

He rushed upst¬ 
airs to his wife and 
grandchildren and 
managed to lock a 
door behind him, but 
the raiders followed 
and forced their way 
into the living quar¬ 
ters by smashing a 
security window in 
the door at the top of 
the stairs. 

Falling glass cut 
Mr Carroll’s head 
and he took his posi¬ 
tion in front of the 
bathroom where the 
girls were bathing. 

He and his wife 
then handed over 
more than £2,000 in 
cash to get the men 
to leave, bringing 
the 13-minute ordeal 
to an end. 

The raid comes 
after three men burst 
into a pub in Gilston 
before Christmas 
and demanded cash 
from a safe. 

Mr Carroll said 
the robbery remind¬ 
ed him of a horror 
film but said he was 
blown away by the 
kindness shown by 
customers and brew¬ 
ery McMullen. 

He added: “These 
people are feral 
scum, to be quite 
honest,” he said. 
“They are too lazy to 
work and all they 
know is threats and 
violence.”

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Prison threat to 
man found with 
knuckledusters 

A MAN found in possession of a 
knuckleduster for the third time has 
been warned he could face jail if he 
is caught again. 

Kenny Brown, of Hobtoe Road, 
Harlow, was given the ultimatum 
after Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard officers discovered the 
weapon in his car’s fuse box. 

Brown (21) had smashed up his 
girlfriend’s mobile phone and then 
an ironing board during separate 
domestic rows over the Christmas 
period. 

He was caught in possession of the 
weapon on New Year’s Eve when 
police saw his car parked at 
Loughton and searched it. 

Brown admitted to a charge of 
having an offensive weapon and 
two counts of damaging property at 
a previous hearing at Harlow 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Sentencing Brown on Friday to 
seven months in prison suspended 
for two years, Judge David Turner 
said: “If you choose to make a 
mockery of the court’s leniency you 
know precisely where you stand.” 
The court heard Brown had two 
previous convictions for possessing 
a knuckleduster. 

Jamie Carr, in mitigation, said the 
damage offences occurred after 
Brown had been drinking 
excessively and that he was 
genuinely remorseful. 

He said the knuckleduster was 
something he had taken from a 14- 
year-old boy he saw brandishing it. 
He held on to it for two weeks and 
forgot it was in the car. 

Brown was also ordered to do 120 
hours unpaid community work, 
attend a substance misuse 
programme and was also made the 
subject of a six-month alcohol 
treatment programme.

LEISURE chiefs 
have applied for mil¬ 
lions of pounds in a 
bid to make Harlow 
one of only a handful 
of specialist cycling 
towns in the country. 

In all, 60 local author¬ 
ities are fighting for a 
slice of £47m put up by 
Cycling England to pay 
for radically improve 
resources for bicycle 
riders. 

If successful, Harlow 
will become one of 10 
new Cycling Demonstra¬ 
tion Towns in the country, 
taking the total in England 
up to 16. The first ever 
Cycling City will also be 
chosen. 

It could also be expect¬ 
ed to pioneer local initia¬ 
tives, including redesign¬ 
ing and building new 
cycle routes and training 
people in cycle safely. 

Speaking about the 
council’s application, joint 
leader Tony Durcan said: 
“Harlow Council is very 
interested in this initiative 
as not only do we have an 
extensive, well-used town 
cycle network but we are 
also committed to provid¬ 
ing a clean, safe and sus-

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tainable environment for 
the people of Harlow. 

“We will always look 
seriously at ways to help 
people improve their 
health and use more sus¬ 
tainable forms of transport 
- this initiative meets both 
these commitments.” 

Fellow leader Chris 
Millington added: “This 
looks to be an excellent 
scheme that fits in well 
with Harlow Council’s 
commitment to provide 
first class sports and 
leisure opportunities for 
local residents, cycling is 
an increasingly important 
part of the town’s transport 
infrastructure and some¬ 
thing we are keen to pro¬ 
mote.” 

The deadline for appli¬ 
cations is March 31 and 
successful towns will be 
announced from June. 

Civic Society vice- 
chairman and cycling 
enthusiast John Curry 
hailed the move: “We 
should be there with a fly¬ 
ing start with the facilities 
we have got,” he said. 
“This is excellent news.”

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Ideal estate to live 
a life less ordinary 



P EOPLE in some housing 
estates dream of 
bulldozers coming to 
blaze a trail of demolition, 
clearing the way for bijou 
apartments. 

There’s a wealth of footage showing 
families cheering as horrendous 
1950s tower blocks are sent 
crashing to the ground - some even 
relish the opportunity of pushing 
the button themselves! 

But residents in one Harlow estate care 
for their architecture to a degree 
incomprehensible to many in other areas 
of the town. 

Award-winning Bishopsfield is instantly 
striking, although potentially sinister and 
ugly to the untrained eye. 

Drive into the main square and it feels 
tranquil and easy-going, despite the run¬ 
down garages at ground floor level. The 
ill-devised and rather ordinary Gibson 
Court dominates one side of the estate, a 
recent addition which replaced a block 
suffering concrete cancer. 

It is not until you get inside one of the 
239 homes that the appeal becomes 
evident; something which has drawn 
many admiring students of house design 
for the past four decades. 

Moira Jones (77) proudly invited me in. 
Resident for 31 years, she is secretary of 
Bishopsfield’s Residents’ Association 
and Harlow Civic Society as well as 
being librarian for the Gibberd Garden. 
Her home is tucked away down a sloping 
side alley with houses on each side and 
only high small windows and modest 
doors giving a clue as to their function. 
This, presumably, was architect Michael 
Neylan’s take on a Mediterranean side 
street, hence its nickname The Kasbah. 
Neylan was just 24 when he won an 
open competition to design the estate, 
completed in 1966, and judges agreed it 
was the approximation of an ideal hilltop 
town. The choice paid off when the

scheme won a Housing Design Award in 
1969 but the estate has yet to be awarded 
listed status - missing out recently due 
to some of the later additions. 

On entering Moira’s privately owned 
house, the Mediterranean feel continues 
as the front door opens into a form of 
conservatory leading straight into the 
courtyard garden. “Imagine how much 
you would pay for this if it was on 
Hampstead Heath,” she joked. 

The main lounge is a split-level with a 
raised kitchen and Moira’s many 
watercolours, along with dramatic, 
triffid-like plants and global travel 
souvenirs, adorn the 18ft-high walls. 
There is a window almost completely 
taking up one side of the room onto the 
courtyard and daylight floods in - it’s a 
very nice place to be. 

In Harlow Council’s regeneration 
document, the estate gets a mention as 
being in need of some attention. 

“It states there is social deprivation here! 
Well, the only deprivation we know of is 
the lack of maintenance by the council 
and the problem families they have put 
in here,” said Moira. “There is very little 


or no crime; I can walk back home any 
time of night without worrying. 

“I really don’t know why Bishopsfield 
gets away with what the rest of the town 
suffers; it’s very hard to define, but it’s a 
very close community.” 

The residents’ association hosts many 
events throughout the year, such as fetes 
and fun days. Moira feels it’s these 
which make people feel safe - there is 
almost a feeling of a post-war idyll here, 
of leaving the front door open (not that 


they do, mind you!). 

The only real blemish in her eyes are the 
garages. An agreement about to get the 
go-ahead between East Homes and the 
residents to take responsibility as a co¬ 
operative should see the end of the 
eyesore and return the 57 units to use. 
“The council has also said it’s very 
expensive to get some of their own 
houses back to decent homes standard - 
they believe it would cost about £45,000 
per property,” said Moira. 


I t is talk like that, a lack of clarity 
and the confusing multi-agency 
environment of Harlow, which has 
caused confusion and consternation 
among Bishopsfield residents, fuelling a 
sense of panic among some that the 
bulldozers are indeed coming. 

In an anonymous letter to residents and 
the press, the author shows a genuine 
fear the estate is to be demolished for 
new homes or even the proposed A414 
bypass, accusing the council and 
residents’ association of colluding in 
secret - an absurd idea, says Moira. 

“We have had to reassure so many 
people - it’s simply scaremongering.” 

She recalled one association meeting 
with the council’s head of housing 
Andrew Murray when an angry mob 
entered, demanding answers to theories 
they had largely galvanised themselves. 

It isn’t just the residents who are so fond 
of the architecture - the latest 
association newsletter states proudly: 
“Our estate is no ordinary estate. We are 
not alone in the fight to keep 
Bishopsfield and Charters Cross. Harlow 
Civic Society has sent a resolution of 
support to our MP, Harlow Renaissance 
and the council stating that residents 
wish to keep their homes in 
Bishopsfield’s unique architecture and 
vibrant community.”

Huge boost in 
kerbside level 
of recycling 

RECYCLING rates in Harlow 
have soared in the past year, 
according to the latest figures.

A MAN who told 
police he thought it 
would be fun to stage 
a bomb scare is due to 
appear before a judge 
for sentencing. 

Paul Lyons (31), of 
Church End, Harlow, 
pleaded guilty on 
Thursday at Harlow 
Magistrates’ Court to 
making a hoax call to the 
emergency services. 

His call triggered a major 
incident in Harlow town 
centre on February 7. 

The court heard emer¬ 
gency services received a 
call at about 2.30pm from 
Lyons, who said there was 
an Asian man acting suspi¬ 
ciously in the Asda super¬ 
market in The Water 
Gardens. 

The emergency services 
operator was told by Lyons a 
man, who had a rucksack, 
was a terrorist and was 
threatening to explode his 
bomb and blow himself up 
in the shop. 

Police scrambled a heli¬ 
copter, an armed response 
unit and covert officers to 
the scene while Essex Fire 
and Rescue Service ordered 


crews to the busy shopping 
area and paramedics stood 
by. 

Police started evacuating 
the area for public safety. 

Lyons also lied to the 999 
operator by saying he was 
calling from a payphone - he 
was traced through his 
mobile phone and was 
arrested later the same after¬ 
noon. 

The prosecution told mag¬ 
istrates that during his police 
interview, Lyons said he was 
with two other friends and 
had been drinking. 

He told police they had 
been watching a film about 
suicide bombers and said all 
three thought it would be 
funny to make the call and 
say it was in the supermarket 
close to his home. 

He also said he thought it 
would be fun to see the 
emergency services running 
around for no reason. 

He admitted he had made 
the whole thing up and was 
aware of what he was doing. 

Lyons will appear at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
April 3 for sentence. 

He was released on bail 
under the condition that he 
must continue to reside at 
his current address.

J AZZ guitarist Martin 
Taylor provided one of 

Nostalgia's topics in 
January and, as billed, the 
Harlow-bred legend wowed 
an audience at The 
Playhouse last week. 

Readers may recall John 
Curry’s recollections of Martin’s 
early gigs, played in the window 
of a Singer sewing machine shop 
in The High - and here, courtesy 
of our friends at the Museum of 
Harlow, is a picture of the place. 
The shop was run by Alan Summers 
who, we are told, did much to 
promote live music in the town back 



in the early ’60s. 

Martin went to school at Passmores 
and, in fact, appeared in the Star a 
few years back when he went back 
to the school to present it with a 
guitar. 

Vicarage Wood resident Bridget 
McAlpine, also a former Passmores 
pupil, has been in touch. 
“Passmores produced four good 


guitarists of one kind or another,” 
she said. 

“Taylor must be the most successful 
and high profile but, apart from 
him, there was John Cawthra - 
stage name John Mayo - who 
played with Essex-based R&B band 
Dr Feelgood, and the Watt-Roy 
brothers Garth and Norman. 

“The Watt-Roys used to live in 
Primrose Field and, as kids, they 
had a group called the Guyatones, 
which often played in community 
halls and the like. 

“Garth has played guitar with a 
number of bands, including 
Marmalade and the Barron Knights, 
and more recently Gerry and the 
Pacemakers. 

“Younger brother Norman played 
bass with Ian Dury and the 
Blockheads - he’s well known for 
his incredibly active playing style - 
and he was a pallbearer at Dury’s 
funeral in 2000.”

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Jail an option 
for man who 
hurt girlfriend 

A HARLOW man has been 
warned he could be jailed for 
attacking his Hertford girlfriend 
after a party. 

Hertford magistrates heard on 
Thursday that Nicholas 
Bolingbroke (31), of 
Waterhouse Moor, punched, 
headbutted and grabbed Leanne 
Elliott by her hair at her 
Newland Gardens home in the 
early hours of December 30.

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Dinosaur diet of 




THE fossilised remains 
of the world's biggest 
ever frog suggest it 
may have once 
feasted on baby 
dinosaurs! 

Scientists say the 
enormous beast - 
which has been given 
the nickname “the frog 
from hell” - is a relative of the 
present-day horned toad which is known for 
its bad temper. 

It is likely that its giant ancestor, which is 
thought to to have lived 70 million years 
ago, was just as aggressive and scientists say it 
would have been quite a scary beast to come 
across. 

The creature would have weighed about 4kg, had a 

body length of about 
40cm and an 
enormously 


wide mouth with a body 
shape resembling a 
slightly squashed beach 
ball! 


Its body would, 
nevertheless, have 
been very strong with 
a tough, protective 
outer shield. It would 
also have had very 
powerful jaws to help 
munch down a diet of insects 
and lizards - with some researchers 
believing it could have easily snacked on 
small dinosaurs. 

The fossil was found in Madagascar by a 
team of UK and US scientists. It is thought the 
discovery proves there was once a link between the 
island and the South American continent that is 
now home to the creature’s descendents. 

The largest living frog today is the goliath frog 
of west Africa which can measure up to 32cm 
and weighs around 3.3kg.

AN organic food shop is sowing 
the seeds of success in Harlow 
after opening up its innovative 
delivery service to the town’s eco- 
friendly residents. 

The new web-based business - 
www.organic-delivery.co.uk - is an off¬ 
shoot of The Natural Way, a long- 
established health food store with 
branches in Bishop’s Stortford and 
Braintree. 

The family-run firm has now purchased an 
industrial unit on the Temple House Estate, 
in West Road, which it will use to store 
produce for the business as well as a health 
food shop open to the trade and public. 
Online customers can choose from a wide 
variety of seasonal fruit and vegetables, 
sourced both locally and from the continent, 
and have a box made up for delivery direct 
to their doors. 

British goods currently in season include 
varieties of cabbage, carrots, cauliflower, 
celeriac, artichokes, mushrooms, turnips 
and apples, while organic oranges and 
bananas are being imported. 

A £15 box should contain enough produce 
to feed a family of four for up to a week, 
while a smaller £10 version will suffice for 
a couple. 


Owner Ron Sambridge said: “The benefits 
of buying organic are unquestionable. Not 
only is organically farmed produce better 
for the environment, it is better for the 
individual. 

“We’ve seen our business grow 
considerably from when we first set up 
shop in Braintree 25 years ago and this 
move into Harlow is a fantastic opportunity 
for us to bring good, healthy food to the 
people of the town.” 


The shop side of the new branch will focus 
mainly on selling whole foods, herbal 
remedies and eco-friendly household goods 
and cosmetics, with a range of sporting 
products such as protein shakes and bars 
also on offer to fitness fanatics. 

“We’re confident the new store and website 
will prove to be a big success - more and 
more people are going organic and we look 
forward to welcoming the first customers 
through our doors on Saturday.”

REBECCA 

Harlow Theatre Company, Victoria Hall Theatre, Old Harlow 


A MASTERPIECE of suspense, self-torment 
and retribution, Daphne du Maurier’s 
modern Gothic romance was given a new 
lease of life by a superb cast in this 
excellent adaptation of the bestselling 
novel. 

The play’s major triumph has always been that 
the eponymous protagonist is never seen nor 
heard, yet her ghostly presence casts an 
inescapable shadow over the entire work. 

As an exploration of how guilt, memory and 
mystery can haunt and intimidate the subconscious, 
Rebecca is up there with the likes of Bronte’s Jane 
Eyre, and director Alan Jones and his impressive 
cast should be congratulated for deftly teasing out 
the nuances of this devilishly complex tale. 

The brooding Clive Weatherley was particularly 
affecting in the tricky role of Maxim de Winter. A 
self-confessed murderer, he has to try to win the 
sympathy of the audience and moral acceptance of 
his crime. 

Upon his return to the family seat of Manderley, the 
bullish aristocrat must battle the ghost of his late 
wife, Rebecca, whose controlling influence seems 
to linger from beyond the grave. 

He brings with him a new wife, simply referred to 
as Mrs de Winter throughout, who must evolve 
from the gauche, naive youngster he romanced in 
glamorous Monte Carlo into the determined, 
assured mistress of Manderley to protect her new 
husband from his own frailties of conscience. 

Played by impressive HTC debutante Laura 
Oggelsby, her gradual yet dramatic transformation 
from shy, retiring wallflower to emphatic, protective 
wife was a remarkable sight to behold. 

And neatly capping off a brilliant triumvirate of 
virtuosic performances was Jane Miles as sinister 
housekeeper Mrs Danvers, all cold, calculating 
menace and misanthropy in her restless bid to keep 
alive the painful memory of her long-dead former 
mistress. 

Another splendid feather in the cap for the ever- 
reliable HTC, this fantastic, sold-out production was 
a fitting vindication of the tireless efforts of all those 
involved with local theatre in our town.

ITS London circa 1971, when 
brown cars and beards were all 
the rage and the streets were 
ruled by dodgy coppers and 
Kray-style gangsters. 

The nicotine-stained poster and shot 
of a vinyl dashboard and chrome 
windscreen surrounds are all part of 
director Roger Donaldson’s vision of 
a belle epoque of crime cinema. 
Attached to the poster is the tagline ‘The 
true story of a heist gone wrong’ - tosh! 
Mars Attacks has more evidence and 
credibility to claim to be a true story 
than this caper penned by Ian Le Frenais 
and Dick Clement, creators of 1970s sit¬ 
com Porridge. 

When local totty Martine (Saffron 
Burrows) calls on old pal and full-time 
recidivist Terry (Jason Statham) with a 
foolproof bank hit on Baker Street, he 
can’t quite Adam and Eve his lords and 
peers. 

The target of their heist is millions of 
pounds worth of jewellery and cash 
stowed away in safety deposit boxes. 
Unknown to Terry and his pals, 
however, is the existence in these boxes 
of a set of photographs showing a 
princess - thinly veiled as our own late 
Princess Margaret - in flagrante delicto 
with black civil rights’ leader Michael X 
(Peter de Jersey). 

The photographs were used by X to 
barter his way out of prison, threatening 
to blow the lid on the lascivious 
nocturnal habits of the Royal Family. 
Terry agrees to assist Martine in this 
seemingly perfect opportunity and, as it 
turns out, she was caught smuggling 
drugs into the country and MI5 have 
offered her a deal. 

What’s more, opening up the safety 
deposit boxes has upset a few 
unpleasant characters and Terry soon 
discovers that seemingly everyone is out 
to get him. 

Done in a similar style to iconic flicks Get 
Carter and Criminal , the cinematography 
may be retro tongue-in-cheek but it’s 
nonetheless stylishly effective. 

And although many will think it plays 
out like an episode of The Sweeney , the 
complex plot and criminal half-wits 
should keep cops and robbers fans more 
than happy.

SPLITFIRE make brilliant barrow boy pub rock 
so authentic you can almost taste the warm 
beer, whiskey and Woodbines. 

The sharp-suited three-piece might look like 
they’ve just stepped out of Quadrophenia, but 
their skinny-tied swagger is well vindicated by 
some anthemic power pop gems wrapped 
tighter than a pair of shrink-to-fit Levi’s. 

With a frontman who sounds like the lovechild 
of Paul Weller and Mark Perry, a bass player 
bounder than a Bruce Foxton feather-cut and a 
drummer with the madcap genius of Keith 
Moon, they’re sure to stir up a fair bit of bovver. 
Imagine the youthful exuberance of early 
Supergrass, the slick stylistics of The Jam and 
the paranoia of the New Town Neurotics and 
you’ll be close; all punchy, down-and-out in 
surburbia, mod laments to leave you winded on 
the dancefloor but begging for more.

NATIONAL TREASURE: 
BOOK OF SECRETS. Nicolas 
Cage returns as the treasure- 
hunter Benjamin Franklin, out to 
uncover the real truth about an 
American obsession - Abraham 
Lincoln’s assassination. The 13 
missing pages from his killer’s 
diary must be found, not least 
to save Franklin’s own family 
reputation. 

U2 3D. Using the greatest 
number of 3-D cameras, this 
show is the Irish band’s 
impossibly expensive Vertigo 
concert. See Bono’s narcissism 
close up as his sunglasses look 
almost as daft as the spectacles 
you have to wear to see it in all 
its glory. 

RESCUE DAWN. Brilliantly 
bonkers director Werner 
Herzog’s story of an American 
pilot fighting for survival after 
being gunned down over Laos 
during the Vietnam War. 

JUMPER. Silly and woefully 
miscast story of two men on the 
run from a bounty hunter who 
believes their skills of 
teleportation are damaging the 
fragile status quo. 

RAMBO. Vietnam veteran John 
Rambo (Sylvester Stallone) 
returns to jungle warfare when a 
boatload of peace workers are 
taken hostage in Burma in the 
most violent instalment of the 
series yet. 

PENELOPE. The charms of 
Christina Ricci are well 
employed in this tale of a 
woman whose curse, which 
gives her a piggy nose, is only 
lifted when she finds true love. 

BE KIND REWIND. Hugely 
overrated Jack Black fights to 
save a friend’s video store by 
creating well-known films on a 
shoestring with his chum after 
acidentally wiping all the 
originals. 

RATATOUILLE. Brilliant CG 
film about a rat who can cook 
trying to save his favourite 
Parisian restaurant from a 
critic’s poison pen. 

STARDUST. A high 
maintenance girl gets her man 
to enter a forbidden land in 
order to retrieve a fallen star - 
speaking of which, Robert De 
Niro’s in it.

Magical realm such a visual delight 


MUSHISHI 

(Revolver Entertainment, 15, retail) 

From acclaimed Japanese director Katsuhiro Otomo 
comes a tale in a fantastical world every bit as 
meticulously well constructed and beguiling as those 
of his earlier films Akira and Steamboy. 

In pre-industrialised Japan, Ginko is a wandering bug 
master, or mushishi, a healer able to manipulate tiny 
supernatural bugs called mushi which are direct linkrf 
into the essence of life and death. 

He encounters the beautiful female mushishi Tanyu, 
who has learned the art of locking the bugs into 
scrolls recording their history and use, but when they 
escape Ginko must dig into every reserve of his ability 
to save her as well as the slowly vanishing age in 
which they live. 

Although it’s live action augmented by visual effects, 
the look of Mushishi is astonishingly vivid and 
dreamlike. What particularly impresses is that Otomo 
doesn’t overburden his story with a mass of 
exposition and nor does he introduce moments of the 
fantastic just for a quick impact - every frame of film 
is suffused with a magical glow and characters react 
to the supernatural elements as if they were just 
another part of everyday life, further underscoring the 
film’s reality. 

If there’s any fault to be found, it’s in a narrative 
which is at times so elliptical and ponderous that it 
takes a backseat in favour of the lush visuals, but stick 
with it and the reward is a gentle, absorbing and 
quite beautiful fantasy.

RESIDENT EVIL: EXTINCTION 

(Sony Pictures, 15, retail & rental) 

After the god-awful first sequel in the video game 
spin-off franchise, Extinction gets back on track with 
a cracking post-apocalyptic zombie smackdown as 
psi-powered heroine Alice (Milla Jovovich) continues 
her crusade against the seemingly unlimited evil of 
The Umbrella Corporation. 

It’s several years on from the destruction of Racoon 
City and the T-virus has spread around the entire 
world, transforming forests and oceans into deserts, 
destroying most life and turning the rest into hordes 
of flesh-hungry living dead. 

For some reason, given that they’ve effectively wiped 
the planet clean, the surviving Umbrella operations 
centres deep underground are still hunting for a cure, 
with efforts focusing on capturing Alice to synthesise 
an antidote from her blood - first via a production 
line of clones and then targeting the real thing when 
she’s spotted by a spy satellite helping to steer a rag¬ 
tag group of survivors to Alaska and supposed safety. 
Director Russell Mulcahey and writer Paul WS 
Anderson seem to have learned some lessons from 
the series’ past disappointments and are equally 
happy to lift entire ideas from George Romero’s 
magnificently dystopian Day Of The Dead , with plans 
hatched in an underground bunker to socialise the 
living dead and even a sequence in which the first 
apparently domesticated subject is handed a cell 
phone to play with, almost a beat-for-beat copy of the 
scene with pet zombie Bub in Day. 

Luckily for excitable viewers, the treatment fails and 
instead turns the living dead into super-powered 
upgrades, ideal for unleashing on Alice and her

harried companions when they’ve only just survived 
an attack by zombie crows.

AS YOU LIKE IT 

(Lionsgate UK, 12, retail & rental) 

Not the best of Kenneth Branagh’s showy 
Shakespeare adaptations, much of the comedy (such 
as it is) in the original play falls between the 
lacquered floorboards of the curious transposition to 
late 19th century Japan. 

As you’d expect from a Branagh-directed work from 
the Bard, the performances are generally 
accomplished and the language delivered in such a 
fashion as to render it clear and comprehensible. 

Brian Blessed is good in the dual roles of the 
banished Duke and his wicked brother Frederick (the 
latter apparently going native and stomping around 
like some panto samurai), Bryce Dallas Howard is 
luminously lovely and confident as Rosalind (although 
never once convincing as a man when she disguises 
herself and flees with her cousin into the Forest of 
Arden) and there’s sold work from Richard Briers, 
Alfred Molina and Kevin Kline. 

For me, the real problem was the artifice of the setting 
- it’s all very well adorning Shakespeare with ninjas 
and recasting the play’s wrestling match as a sumo 
bout, but what’s the point? Too often, the European 
names and the players from a variety of ethnic 
backgrounds jar with the intended reality and pulled 
me out of the film, and it didn’t help that Ken’s idea of 


period Japan resembled nothing so much as a rococo 
outing of Gilbert and Sullivan’s The Mikado.

CRUISING: DELUXE EDITION 

(Warner Home Video, 15, retail) 

William ( The Exorcist) Friedkin’s murder mystery 
thriller set in Manhattan’s pre-AIDS S&M scene was 
the subject of some pretty vocal protests when it first 
came out in 1980, but it’s not the homophobic 
exploitation flick many tagged it. 

That said, it’s certainly not the most sensitive look at 
the lifestyle, catapulting the most extreme examples 
of it onto the big screen as cop A1 Pacino hunts a 
vicious murderer and has to go undercover in a sleazy 
world of dark bars and flickering neon where 
everybody - everybody - is dressed up like South 
Park's biker-capped, backless chap-wearing Mr Slave. 
What probably made most people, well, men, 
unhappy at the time is the clear suggestion that 
Pacino’s character is seduced by the lifestyle around 
him, although Friedkin makes sure to leave it a little 
opaque as to just how deeply immersed in the life he 
becomes. 

But away from the sexual politics of the piece, it 
remains a tight, claustrophobic and atmosphere-laden 
thriller. 

Special features include a frank and informative 
Friedkin commentary, a remastered soundtrack and 
two new features on the film’s making and impact.

ANYONE now planning their colour scheme for summer is likely to have a gerani¬ 
um somewhere in a pot, hanging basket or border. 

But for me among the most worthwhile of geraniums are the hardy ones, widely 
known as cranesbill, which provide fantastic ground cover, keeping weeds at bay 
and providing plenty of colour to boot. 

A trial by Gardening Which?, the Consumers' Association magazine, tested some 
37 varieties over a two-year period to find out which performed best. 

The plants were grown in full sun at four test sites across the UK, from 
Dorchester to Glasgow, thereby taking in regional temperature variations. The 
plants weren't given fertiliser, were only watered when becoming established and 
were cut back after flowering to encourage a second flush. 

But many did well, come rain or shine, in north and south, with no mollycod¬ 
dling. Among the best bloomers were G. 'Dilys', the first dark pink flowers appear¬ 
ing on long stems in July and continuing until the end of October. Its spreading 
nature makes it a great choice for ground cover. 

If you want impact at the front of the border go for G. sanguineum 'Glenluce' 
and G. sanguineum var. striatum, both of which have a neat compact habit, a pro¬ 
fusion of flowers in June and July and are also at home in a rockery. 

If you favour blue flowers and have a big gap to fill, go for G. Orion, which pro¬ 
duces masses of striking lilac-blue flowers with a white eye in June and July and 
has a fast spreading habit, so will fill a space guickly. Be careful where you plant 
it, though, or it may start to take over. 

Favourite white varieties include G. sanguineum 'Album' and G. phaeum 'Album', 
a semi-evergreen variety and one of the tallest tested. 

Don't be afraid of cutting hardy geraniums back hard after flowering, leaves and 
all. In a couple of weeks new leaves will grow and you may even get a second 
flush of blooms.

WHAT TO DO THIS MONTH 

:: Begin to feed plants in established borders using a controlled- 
release slow-acting fertiliser, but try to avoid getting it on new 
leaves. 

:: Spray nectarine and peach trees to prevent peach leaf curl 
disease. 

:: Sow quick-growing perennials under glass to flower this year. 

:: Sow long-rooted parsnips as soon as possible, as they benefit 
from a long growing season. 

:: Sow mustard and cress in shallow boxes, starting the cress four 
days before the mustard so that they are ready together. 

:: Harden off autumn-sown cauliflowers being overwintered in 
frames, so they will be ready for planting out in March. 

:: Continue to keep hippeastrums moist and feed them occasionally. 
:: Plant begonia tubers in pots of soilless potting compost. Keep the 
tubers just damp until the first shoots begin to show. 

:: Continue to plant fruit trees and bushes if soil conditions allow. 

:: Carry on pruning apples and pears except when the temperature 
is below freezing.

ASPIRING young female footballers will get 
to meet Arsenal and England footballer Alex 
Scott when the talented striker visits Mark 
Hall Sports Centre in a fortnight’s time. 

Girls at the Harlow Youth Action Group 
Football For All (HYAGFFA) soccer school, 
based at the London Road facility, will have

Kirby is under no illusions 
as to the perilous position 
Harlow Town are in after 
they sunk to their second 
consecutive 2-1 away defeat. 

Tuesday’s loss against 
Wealdstone was similar to the 
Hastings United reverse on 
Saturday as Harlow once again 
went down to 10 men.
